SCHOOLING IN THE 
PHILIPPINES 
By SANTIAGO GUEVARA 


I never realized how lucky I was 
to be enjoying school here till I re- 
called what I went through last sem- 
ester at the University of the Philip- 
pines. To say that schooling here is 
comparatively easier, would be put- 
ting it mildly. Why, it is a pleasure 
to be studying in a school that of- 
fers all the facilities for improve- 
ment. 


First of all, there was no such 
thing as a school bus for us stu- 
dents. We had to depend on our own 
two feet or on some other means of 
transportation to get to our classes 
on time, Anyone who arrived after 
the roll was called was considered 
absent. We couldn’t afford to miss 
or ditch classes either, as that would 
mean a major slash in our grades. 

Classes were held amidst the de- 
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bris of dilapidated Quonset huts and 
savagely-bombed buildings which 
had leaking roofs and flooded floors 
whenever it rained hard. Our build- 
ings suffered greatly from the rav- 
ages of war and devastation—and up 
to the present, have not been re- 
habilitated or reconstructed. 


We had a very limited amount of 
school supplies, facilities and con- 
veniences. The books that belonged 
to former library were all looted or 
burned during the siege of Manila. 
The only books that were at our 
disposal in the new library were 
either donations or contributed from 
private libraries of generous alumni. 

Quite a number of experiments in 
the field of natural sciences had to 
be performed theoretically, due to 
scanty, inadequate laboratory instru- 
ments and materials,

fittest,” for those who were eager 
to get a college education. The few 
who weren’t endowed with the 
brains were just out of luck because 
the majority of the professors never 
took the trouble of explaining the 
subject matter thoroughly, even if 
three-fourths of the class did not 
understand what the lecture was 
about. Consulting teachers outside 
classes was practically a physical 
impossibility, as they were firm be- 
lievers of the “self-study theory” in 
college. 


The public school teachers at home 
are very poorly paid, consequently, 
all the good lecturers and professors 
teach in private colleges and univer- 
sities where they earn more than 
twice the salary the government can 
afford to pay them. 


The tuition fee in this state uni- 
versity, strangely, is higher than in 
private schools. The reason is that 
the student’s support is necessary 
to keep the university going. 


The grinding and studying that 
the students at the University of the 
Philippines undergo during the 
formative years is so rigid and 
rough that most of the graduates 
turn out to be successful selfmade 
men, Aside from obtaining the high- 
est ratings in various government 
board. examinations, all state univer- 
sity alumni are assured positions in
